Xo two species 
require an equal amount of light, grow 
at the same rate or are identical in 
their capacity to reproduce themselves 
The endowment of each, with hauits 
differing from those of it« neighbors, 
but wuh strength and weakness so 
balanced that all which occur in mix- 
ture enter the struggle ioi eslj£t-»nce 
upon an equal footing, is oue of the 
nunelous feats ef. nature. 


The red spruce of the North woods, 


through Kb ability to endure dense 
shade, has been gives the power to 
hold its own against faster growing 
competitors, some of whicu exceed it 
greatly in their capacity to reproduce 
themselves. The young spruces which 
spring up here and there throughout 
the i<jrest struggle along under the 
heavy crow as ot the hard woods, where 
n tree making more insistent demands 
upon light could not survive. 


In the forests of tbe southern Ap- 


palachians the oak is in many localities 
tho characteristic tree. Growing rap- 
idly and exceedingly hardy, it might be 
expected to increase steadily its pro- 
portiou in the mixture. The equilibri- 
um is maintained through the fact that 
the onk can eudure but little shade i 
and that its seed is heavy, limiting its 
reproduction to the immediate vicinity 
of the parent tree. 


Iu the iarne region the yellow poplar 


and the chestnut, both trees which 
grow rapidly and are capable of endur- 
ing couaideiable shade, are controlled, 
the oue because much of its seed is 
barren, the other because many of the 
nuts are ettteu by animals.

A number of questions 
relative to the city's finances were 
discussed and three propositions rela- 
tive to bond iasnes were disposed of. 


On account of having had tire lands 


at their disposal largely depleted by 
the action cf the board of public ser- 
vice the trustees decided to re-dispose 
of a portion of the $11,500 worth of 
funding bondb which they purchased 
from th« city about a year and a half 
ago. Bids for a re-disposition of the 
issue were received in response to 
an advertisement published by 
the 


board and on motion $10,000 worth ct 
these bonds were sold to N. W Har- 
ris & Co., of Chicago The 
bidders 


pay a premium of J78.75 for the 


bonds which bear interest at a rate 
of four and one-half per cent, and are 
of short duration. 


The board waived its right to pur- 


chase the $25,000 worth of water works 
extension bonds which issue was au- 
thorized by the city council last sum- 
mer, and Mr. Koch tool- tais occasion
